Say More Scrap Is Handled 


Now Than Ever Though 
Fewer Men May Be Em-

™ scrap dealers in the St. Louis 


area each have from two to 30 car- 
loads of scrap rusting in their 
yards. Automobile salvage dealers 
in St. Louis probably have on hand 
more than 10,000 discarded cars, 
each containing about 1000 pounds 
of scrap iron, he said. 
Says Fewer Employed. 

“These automobiles must be dis- 
mantled and the material sorted 
and prepared for steel mills,” he 
said. “And yet, instead of hiring 
more people to do this, a survey 
made by the CIO within the last 
three days révealed that many 
scrap dealers now are employing 
fewer men than they did ‘when 
they were selling scrap to Japan. 

“The pretense of a shortage is 
pure sabotage on the part of many 
dealers, who are holding up this 
scrap metal for a better price.” 

If the CIO sets up its own or- 
ganization to collect and sort 
scrap, he said, it will appeal to all 
companies to centralize their scrap

‘Surrender of Stronghold 
Gives English: Invading 

' Force Direct Supply Line 
for Offensive in Tripoli- 
tania..

CAIRO, Jan. 17 (AP).—British 
imperials, Poles and Free French 
troops have won Halfaya Pass and

It eliminated the 
last German-Italian stand short of 
the Gulf of Sirte, 300 miles to the 
) west. 
Battered by bombers, beset from 
all sides, and cut off from the 
Mediterranean by British capture 
of Sollum last Tuesday, the Axis 
garrison failed to make Halfaya 
fanother Tobruk from which to 
imenace the rear of British opera- 


tions. 
“Real Victory.” . 

(Pointing out the “big difficulty” 
iin supplying forward British units 
'via a 100-mile detour around Hal- 
faya, a British commentator in 
‘London ;called the surrender a 
'“real victory” giving the British 
a clear field to intensify their 
push against Gen. Erwin Rom- 
mel’s forces in the El Agheila 
area. 

(He estimated the surrender of 
the 5500 at Halfaya brought the 
total of Axis prisoners in the cur-

The parachutists were said to 
have virtually cut off the Nazi 
forces — perhaps 100,000 men — 
holding Mozhaisk, 57 miles west 
of Moscow. German lines on both 
sides of this salient have been 
bent far back, exposing this last 
remaining advance position which 
has held out against the Soviet 
onslaught. 

Northwest of Moscow, the Rus- 
sians announced their forces 
have smashed German counterat- 
tacks and recaptured Latashino 
in an advance that carried almost 
to Rzhev, German strongpoint on 
the north shore of the Volga, 
Latashino is some 130 miles 
northwest of Moscow on the road 
to Rzhev. 

The Soviet Army newspaper Red 
Star reported today that the Rus- 
sians had crushed the German 
rearguard on the Kalinin -front 
northwest of Moscow and had 
obliged the main Nazi force to ac- 
cept battle on hastily-prepared po- 
sitions. The Germans tried to 
break away from the Russian pur- 
suit, the paper said, and organize 
a retreat to a planned defense line, 
but the swift Russian advance 
overtook them. 

Shakhovskaye, another regional 
center on the Moscow front, was 
declared also liberated along the 
numerous other populated centers. 

Reports reaching London indi- 
cated that the parachutists were 
landing in large numbers.

To the south, heavy fighting was 
reported continuing around Kursk, 
Kharkov and Taganrog with the 
Russians driving hard to win back 
the important industrial districts 
of the Donets Basin. 

The Soviet Embassy in London 
disclosed, meanwhile, that the Rus- 
sians were harassing the Germans 
with specially trained detachments 
of hand-to-hand fighters much lik 
Britain’s Commandos. | 

The Soviet equivalent to the 
Commandos is called an “extermi- 
nation detachment” and its work, 
the Embassy said, is to “operate 
in the German rear, cut German 
communications, interrupt the 
Nazis’ radio network, blow up their 
fuel dumps, destroy ammunition 
bases, annihilate soldiers and offi- 
cers, and smash their equipment.”

Summary of the Report 


Outstanding recommendations of the Citizens’ Traffic Committee to increase safety 
and speed up the flow of traffic on St. Louis streets and ultimately to provide a 
modernized system of express highways follow: 

VANDEVENTER BOTTLENECK —A direct connéction by viaduct or ramps 
should be provided between the Express Highway and Market street to keep traffio 
ow this major east-west artery out of the short space on Vandeventer avenue where 
it is now choked to a snail's pace in the rush hours.; 


PARKING METERS—Should be installed in the downtown section and sinae’ 


congested districts. 


OFF-STREET PARKING—Large-scale facilities should be provided; surplus reve- 
nue from parking meters should be devoted to this purpose, but other public or private 
funds would be needed; use of Riverfront Jefferson Memorial Park suggested. 

ONE-WAY STREETS—Two or more additional east-west streets should be set 
aside for one-way traffic in the downtown shopping district. 

SPEED LIMITS—A uniform speed limit of 30 miles an hour for city streets and 
park drives, exceptions to be 35 miles on certain arterial boulevards which the City 
Traffic Division would designate, and 45 miles as at present on the Express Highway. 

TRAFFIC SIGNALS AND SIGNS—Automatic lights should be installed throughout 


the downtown shopping district and at many other major intersections; many four-way 
stops now marked by fixed signs should be changed to traffic light control and others 
should be made two-way stops; some improperly placed traffic lights and fixed stop 


signs should be removed or relocated. 


ADMINISTRATION—Traffic section in the Department of Streets and Sewers 
should be expanded and raised to a “Division,” headed by a traffic engineer with rank 


of Commissioner; personnel of the Police traffic division should be increased from 206 
to 303 men, all especially trained for traffic work, and special accident investigation 


squads should be established. 


ENFORCEMENT—Strict enforcement of traffic laws and regulations, particularly 


those relating to parking in congested areas is'.needed;

strengthen prosecution of intoxicated drivers, to require reporting of all accidents, 


to permit police officers to sign complaints against drivers shown by their investiga-

EDUCATION—Work of various agencies in giving safety instruction to the public 
is commended but should be better co-ordinated; one or more white-painted police 
cars with public address equipment should be used to disseminate safety information

The 
members early concluded that expeditious 
movement of traffic was one of the best ways 
This accounts for their 
emphasis. on modernization of the physical 
pattern for traffic facilities'in addition to 
proposals for tightening administrative and 
enforcement policies. 

Two expert agencies were retained to ad- 
vise the committee. These were the Bureau 
for Street Traffic Research of Yale Univer- 
sity, represented by Maxwell Halsey, as- 
sociate director, and the Safety Division of 
the International Association of Chiefs of 
Polite, under the supervision of Lieut. F. M. 
Kreml, director, Both organizations made 
surveys in St. Louis and prepared reports 
containing recommendations. 

Final recommendations adopted by the 
committee do not completely coincide with

Stricter policy against violations of 
parking regulations (with double park- 
ing described as a particularly flagrant 
abuse requiring correction); and

Proposals for physical improvements do 
not include engineering plans and-specifica- 
tions.

We mean to enjoy this right to work under a sys-- 
tem of free enterprise, A successful totalitarian 
economy could perhaps offer us bread and medicine 
and movies and insurance, but it could do so only 
at the price of regimentation, But Americans have 
no taste even for cake, no matter how large the 


flavor are determined from on - igh. 

‘The Planning Board, therefore, lists among its 
nine points, the right to go and come as we see fit; 
the right to speak or to be silent; the right to an 
education which is more than training for an indi- 
cated niche in a total economy, : nd the right to 
equality before the law when and if we. feel de- 
prived of the full enjoyment of any other right. 

It is difficult to conceive of a more thorough def- 
inition of the American way of life, The only objec- 
tion that can be raised against the statement is that 
it is philosophical rather than practionl, . It is not a 
blueprint. It crystallizes our ideas’ about our ideals, 
but it does not tell us how we are to enjoy them. 

Since they are our No. 1 war aim, the first step

However, the winning of a war and the planning 
of a peace are not incompatible in a democracy.

However, it is 
clear enough that if there is no preparation for 
peace before the armistice is signed, we may get a 
very bad peace, 

Neither the social and economic world conditions, 
nor those within our own borders, necessary for the 
Nine Freedoms will be worked out overnight. That 
is why it is so encouraging to know that some of 
the practical sides of the “bright tomorrow” are 
already being hammered into shape. 

We refer to such things as the new bidinventionad 
wheat agreement—reached by all the major produc- 
ing nations, including the Argentine. This covers 
the distribution of their joint crop not only during 
the fighting years, but also in the years to follow 
Similar economic steps are possible. In- 
deed, the war will make them mandatory. As they 
are taken, it will be relatively easy to give them a 
post-war direction, | 

These will be practical, solid things when the 
shooting stops. If there are enough of them, the 
warp and woof of peace may be woven around 
them. And it will be the stronger because of them— 
strong enough to form the groundwork for the re- 
alization of the Nine Freedoms, 
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HOW DOROTHY COULD BE USEFUL.

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| . THE TRAFFIC REPORT. 

In this section of the Post-Dispatch today is a 
summary of the report of the Citizens’ Traffic Com- 
| mittee, set up a year ago by Mayor Dickmann, in 
an effort to counteract the growing fatalities due 
to motor accidents, The committee—Messrs, Cal- 
houn, Baer and Gardner—took a broad view of the 
task, to include all phases of the city’s traffic 
problem and, with the aid of nationally recognized 
spécialists, have made an exhaustive study of it. 

Perhaps the report’s outstanding characteristic is 
its avoidance of freakish or impractical recom- 
mendations, and its adherence to tried methods 
of traffic control and law enforcement. It recog- 
nizes that there is no magical ~vay to provide every- 
one with parking space at all times, or to insure 
rapid and uninterrupted movement of ‘traffic 
throughout a city whose street system was designed 
long before the motor age. The report, while it does 
suggest a long-range program of express highways, 
accepts realistically the basic fact that they cannot 
be built by next Tuesday at 4 p. m., and makes 
recommendations with that in view. 

An exception to these general statements might 
be taken on the ground that the report does recom- 
mend the use of parking meters for the downtown 
district and other congested areas. Here is a dis- 
tinct departure from St. Louis practice and it is 
sure to arouse controversy, as the report itself is 
quick to recognize. But the recommendation is 
nevertheless firmly made and it is buttressed by 
arguments and by the experiences of other cities. 
Moreover, the committee is fully aware that the 
introduction of these meters elsewhere has been 
marred by unethical practices, but points out that 
the city can protect itself from such abuses, 

As Lord Bacon said of certain types of books, 
the traffic report, a very bulky and detailed docu- 
ment, is something to be chewed and digested, It 
is @ chart for action by the Department of Streets 
and Sewers, the police, the Aldermen, the courts 
and other public and private agencies. It is also a 
blueprint for future planning. It comes at a time 
when intensive study is being given by the city, the 
Public Service Co. and the State Public Service 
Commission to ameliorate the intolerable conditions 
of mass transportation here. . 

We think the committee and its specialists have 
done a fine and thorough job, and feel sure that 
their report will be given careful and continued 
consideration by ee responsible for traffic 
conditions,

One-Step-Short Device. 

It remains to be seen how the 
board will handle the issue under 
its policy, carried over from the 
National Defense Mediation Board, 
of dealing with each case on its 
individual merits. The NDMB 
granted the full closed shop in only 
one instance, that of the Bethle- 
hem shipbuilding workers on the 
West Coast. Here the board was 
careful to point out that special 
circumstances governed the de- 
cision; it was made, the board 
said, to bring one recalcitrant com- 
pany into line with an agreement 
signed by all the other. shipbuild- 
ing concerns in the Pacific Coast 
area. In six other cases, however, 
the board compromised a closed 
shop demand by recommending an 
agreement but one step short of 
the closed shop—the “maintenance 
of membership” device, which re- 
quires that a union member must 
remain in good standing with his 
union in order to hold his job. 

Case of the Kearny Plant, 

A “maintenance of membership” 

controversy that bedeviled the old 
board and may again arise is that 
which came up from the CIO 
union at the Kearny (N. J.), plant 
of the Federal Shipbuilding and 
Drydock Co. The company re- 
fused to accept the board's rec- 
ommendation of a membership- 
maintenance clause, and the Gov- 
ernment, holding .the company to 
blame for the strike which fol- 
lowed this refusal, took over the 
plant for operation by the Navy. 
When the Navy lately turned the 
property back to its private own- 
ers, it did so without any re- 
quirement that the company ac- 
cept the controverted clause, The 
dispute has thus reverted to a 
status which appears calculated 
to put the new board to an early 
test. 
Backed by a public now at war 
and certain to be resentful of non- 
co-operation by either manage- 
ment or labor, the new board is 
expected to speak with greater 
authority than the old. It seems 
likely, too, that the board will be 
far less chary of establishing prec- 
edents than was its forerunner. 
Indeed, the likelihood is that the 
board, lacking an advance set of 
standards, will create a body of 
precedent for the sake both of 
uniformity and of expediting its 
work. | 

This work is expected to be far 
heayier than that of the old board, 
for not only have potential cases 
been created by the broadening of 
the defense effort, but there will 
be a disposition to give labor, in 
return for labor’s surrender of 
the right to strike, the fullest 
possible opportunity to press for 
the adjustment of grievances. <A 
tremendously important task in 
industrial statesmanship lies ahead 
of the board. 


Personnel Equipment, 

The board appears to be reason- 
ably well-equipped for the job. 
Heading it, as he headed the de- 
funct board, is William H. Davis, 
New York patent lawyer and for- 
mer head of the New York State 
Mediation Board. Davis is persua- 
sive, articulate, and endowed with 
the infinite patience required of 
the labor conciliator. His associ- 
ates as “public” representatives 
are George W. Taylor, vice-chair- 
man, who is professor of econom- 
ics at the University of Pennsyl- 
vania; Frank P. Graham, president 
of the University of North Caro- 
lina, a member of the old board, 
and Wayne L. Morse, dean of the 
law school of the University of 
Oregon. 

Dr. Taylor has been impartial 
chairman for the hosiery industry 
since 1931 and for the men’s cloth- 
ing industry in Philadelphia since 
1935. Last year he was chosen 
permanent umpire to settle dis- 
putes arising under the contract 
between the General Motors Cor- 
poration and the United Automo- 
bile Workers, He is credited with 
having settled more than 1400 con- 
troversies without a single major 
strike. 

It was a source of gratification 
to many observers here that Dr. 
Graham was carried over from the 
old board. He is well-liked on both 
the managerial and the labor side 
of the fence, and he has shown a 
bulldog-like tenacity in striving for 
agreements. On the old board, Dr. 
Graham lost only one of the cases 
that he personally handled. That 
was the Air Associates case, which 
provided the board with. probably 
its toughest problem. It is doubt- 
ful if any conciliator could have 
settied it.

Downtown Parking Problem. 

The committee recommends & 
survey by the city Traffic Divi- 
sion of the possibilities of, off- 
street parking facilities, and the 
creation of a special committee 
representing the: city and down- 
town real estate, financial and 
business interests to deal with the 
matter, particularly as to methods 
of constructing and financing 
such facilities. 

Garages and improved parking 
areas are the type of facilities re- 
ferred to by the committee. The 
report states that in Detroit and 
San Francisco such facilities are 
ynder construction as municipal 
enterprises. 

Besides suggesting that. such 
large-stale facilities might be con- 
structed in St, Louis by the city 
or by private interests, or both, 
the committee considered possible 
use of a part of the Riverfront 
Jefferson Memorial Park as a 
storage area for automobiles. This 
might also be used as a terminal 
for street cars and busses, the 
committee suggests, thereby elimi- 
nating the turning and looping of 
such vehicles in the congested dis- 
trict. west of Third street. 

Such use, the report suggests, 
“would. permit concentration of 
street cars and busses in this area 
before the late afternoon rush 
hours, thereby making possible bet- 
ter street car and: bus service.” 

. One-Way East-West Streets. 

One-way streets for east and 
west traffic in the downtown dis- 
trict have leng been debated. Al- 
though several north-south streets 
have been limited to one-way trav- 
el for years, only two narrow east- 
west streets have been so restrict- 
ed in the retail shopping district. 

The committee- recommends 
that two or more additional 
streets be designated for one-way 
east-west traffic in the area be- 
tween Delmar boulevard and Mar- 
ket street, the one-way limitation 
to apply between Third street and 
Twelfth boulevard, or: possibly a 
point farther west. 


“The record shows comparatively 
few traffic fatalities in the down- 
town district,” the report states, 
“but traffic congestion in the down- 
town area in St. Louis is a major 
problem and is slowly strangling 
St. Louis business and retarding 
the normal growth of the city and 
its business establishments. .. .

More Traffic Signals Urged. 

Another recommendation, par- 
ticularly affecting the downtown 
district, but also applying to other 
congested sections, is installation 
of traffic signal lights. ‘ 

These should be installed, the 
committee recommends, “at inter- 
sections now controlled expengive- 
ly by police officers; at four-way 
stop cornerg with heavy traffic 
volume; at gaps in the present 
traffic signal system, and at junc- 
tions of through streets.” 

Since the whole program would 
be expensive, it should be spread 
over five years and should begin 
with installation in the first year 
of automatic stop and go signals 
at 18 designated intersections, the 
report states. 

Four of the points mentioned 
for the urgent first year program 
are on Twelfth boulevard at the 
intersections with Chestnut street, 
Pine street, Locust street and 
Washington avenue. Traffic sig- 
nals now are installed on Twelfth 
boulevard at Market street, Olive 
street and Delmar boulevard. 

Market street intersections at 
Seventh, Ninth, Twentieth and 
Twenty-first streets also are rec- 
ommended for inclusion in the 
first year program. Other inter- 
sections so designated are at Del- 
mar and Kingshighway, Chippewa 
and Hampton, Hampton and Oak- 
land, Chouteau and Vandeventer, 
Chouteau and Grand, Gravois- 
Twelfth-Calhoun-Geyer, Chouteau 
and Compton, Easton and Vande- 
venter, Tower Grove and Vande- 
venter, and Broadway-Jefferson- 
Chippewa. 

Cost Put at $71,000. 

The total cost of these installa- 
tions. will be about $71,000, the 
committee estimates. | 

The cominittee’s recommenda- 
tions include traffic signals ulti- 
mately for all intersections in the 
downtown shopping district. In 
the long run such signals should 
produce large savings as com- 
pared with use of police officers 
to regulate traffic, the report 
states. The use of police offi- 
cers for this work at 117 intersec- 
tions now costs about $173,000 a 
year, according to estimates made 
for the committee. 


“Unnecessary Stops.” 

In connection with the installa- 
tion of new traffic signals, the 
committee recommends a “survey 
of existing traffic signals and stop 
sighs with a view to eliminating 
unnecessary stops and signals and 
relocating. those that are poorly 
placed.” 


On this point the Yale Street 
Research Bureau says: “There are 
277 four-way stop intersections 
with fixed stop signs.) , These 
require of the St. Louis motorists 
a colossal number of completely 
unnecessary stops which represent 
a tremendous economic loss. One 
hundred. and: forty-five of these 
have heavy enough volume to war- 
rant. traffic signals. The substitu- 
tion of two-way stops at many of 
these locations and at signals 
at many others would not only 
represent a tremendous economic 
saving but would materially in-

Favors Few Traffic Islands. 


The limited use of traffic islands 
to mark loading zones for street 
cars is recommended, with the 
warning that they must be prop- 
erly designed and located so as 
not. to be hazards to automobile 
traffic. The “channelization” of 
traffic by use of painted lines to 
mark traffic lanes and safety 
zones is important, the report 
says, adding that painted lines 
and signs on the pavement also 
are useful to mark stops and cross 
walks. It is recommended that 
present practices in this respect 
be extended and that such lines 
and signs be repainted often 
enough to keep them clearly vis- 
ible. 


As to speed limits, the Com- 
mittee disagrees with the recom- 
mendations contained in the Yale 
report. Undertaking to simplify 
the questions of speeds, the com- 
mittee recommends a general city- 
wide limit, of 30 miles an hour, 
with the exceptions that 35 miles 
should be permitted on certain 
arterial boulevards which would be 
designated by the Traffic Division 
after a survey, and that the pres- 
ent speed limit of 45 miles an 
hour be retained for the Express 
Highway. At various times pro-

The existing Express 
Highway in St. Louis, the West 
Side Elevated Highway in New 
York, the South Drive in Chi- 
cago and the Aroya Seco in Los 
Angeles are mentioned as pio- 
neering examples: of this type ot 
modern traffic boulevard. 


Like Streets.of Ancient Rome. 


The Yale report to the commit- 
tee estimated that because of the 
inadequacy of the present street 
system, which it described as not 
different functionally from that of 
ancient Rome, all possible expedi- 
ents capable of being applied for 
redistributing and facilitating 
traffic probably would not effect 
more than a 20 per cent increase 
in efficiency. 

. In a street system of 1052 miles 
there are 8000 intersections, the 
Yale report states, placing severe 
limitations on the volume of traf- 
fic which may move safely. The 
moving capacity at such intersec- 
tion was described as about 500 
vehicles an hour for each lane

express highway. A system of ex- 
press highways should be started 
as soon as possible for completion 
in about 10 years, the Yale experts 
recommended, 

“The future traffic needs of the 
city,” the Citizens’ Committee 
states, “unquestionably will make 
it necessary for us some day to 
attack the main source of the dif- 
ficulty which is a street system 
inherited from the days of the

Mayor William Dee Becker is 
chairman of the committee. Other 
members are Thomas N. Dysart, 
president of the Chamber of Com- 
merce; Frederick Stueck, chair- 
man of the Missouri Public Serv- 
ice Commission, and William T. 
Rossell, president of the St. Louis 
Public Service .Co. operating 
street cars and urban busses. 

The committee will have before 
it the report of the Citizens’ Traf- 
fic Committee, released today and 
described elsewhere in today’s 
Post-Dispatch. Formation of a 
Metropolitan Traffic Committee 
was one of the recommendations 
of this report, which deals prin- 
cipally with automobile traffic. 
| Technical Committee. 

A technical committee to advise

Attending yesterday’s conference

tems.

Aid for About 4 Million 
Men Temporarily Unem- 
ployed Agreed on at 
White House Parley. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt and Congres- 
sional leaders reached an agree 
ment today on proposed legisia- 
tion to provide an appropriation of 
between 450 million and 600 mil- 


lion dollars to take care of about 
four million men expected to be 
thrown out of work temporarily 
while industrial plants are being 
converted to war production. 

Senator Barkley of Kentucky, 
Senate majority leader, said after 
a White House conference that 
the plan called for unemployment 
compensation benefits equal to 60 
per cent of normal wages, but not 
to exceed $24 a week, with. the 
Federal government making up 
the difference where men are now 
receiving state unemployment aid. 
Benefits would continue for @ 
maximum of 26 weeks. 

Barkley said the President would 
communicate with Congress, prob- 
ably by letter, early next week on 
the subject and that a bill provid- 
ing both the authorization and the 
appropriation would be drafted 
some time during the week. It will 
originate in the House Appropria- 
tions Committee. 

One of the requirements for the 
benefits Barkley said, will be that 
those men displaced by conversion 
of peace-time plants take a train- 
ing course in some new skill to 
prepare them for new jobs on com- 
pletion of plant retooling. 

The benefit plan is expected to 
be only temporary, Barkley esti- 
mating that retooling would take 
four or five months. Paul V. Mc- 
Nutt, Federal Security Administra« 
tor, said he did not believe con- 
versions would require more than 
six months, and thought it would 
be much shorter than that. 

Barkley, who reported “unani- 
mous feeling” on the plan, said 
the new war production program 
probably would require 10,000,000 
more men and that workers dis- 
placed could qualify through train- 
ing. Where the men will be trained 
he said, was one of the details to 
be worked out.

She is vitally 
important to us, and yet the Army 
needs nurses, too, so she must go. 

“My chief operating .room nurse 
was-in my office this morning to 
tell me she had received her or- 
ders. .And here is a letter I’ve 
just received—and it’s mt the only 
one either.” 

She handed -us the letter, It 
read, “Please accept my resigna- 
tion effective Jan. 15, 1942. I have 
received orders to leave for duty 
with the Navy Jan. 20. I have en- 
joyed my work here and regret 
that it is my duty to leave.”

He has ‘enjoyed confidences in- 
frequently trusted to any employe. 
He has catered meals in the home 
of a woman whose guest was a 
President, and he has served the 


midday meal in the private offices 


of a great financier during unhalt- 
ed conierences in the midst of a 
gigantic financial panic. It was 
Oscar only who was permitted to 
serve these meals because. his 
friends knew he would say no 
word. To this day he will not 
name names, 

Oscar Tschirky is 75 years old. 


He knew the tastes of the late. 


Diamond Jim Brady and .Chariles 
Schwab as well as he today knows 
those of Nicholas Murray Butler 
and E. Smith. He has been 
host to E Albert of Belgium, 
Li Hurg-Chang, late Viceroy of 


China, and Victoria, late Queen of 


England. Count von Luckner and 
the late Gen. Balbo of Italy have 
consulted him before ordering din- 
ner; so have John J. Pershing and 
Walter Damrosch and, in another 
day, Schumann-Heink and Sir 
Thomas Lipton. 

Without moving from the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria, Oscar, a naturalized 
Swiss immigrant, has become a fa- 
mous American. and an interna- 
tional figure whose name is recog- 
nized by prominent individuals in 
any civilized nation in the world. 

Speaking of Diamond Jim Brady, 
Oscar, despite his. aversion to dis- 
cussing personalities, destroyed a 
myth. Brady, he said, was,not an 
unusually large eater. But he did 
love oysters and would eat a dozen 
or a dozen and a half instead of 
the customary six, and people be- 
gan talking about the Brady appe- 
tite. The first thing you know, 
Diamond Jim had an undeserved 
reputation as a glutton. 

‘T say just the opposite,” Oscar 
asserted. “For instance, many 
a time I put him next to a man 
that came to a banquet. The other 


man had ices, soup, fish, an en- 
tree — probably roast with .two- 


vegctables, game, salad, dessert 
and coffee. At that:same banquet I 
always served Mr. Brady either 
watermelon or a dozen oysters, 


filet mignon, one green vegetable Z 


and a slice of apple pie. 


“At his home he gave elaborate 


dinners, with champagne and ail 
the courses, but he ate only his 
oysters, smal] steak, vegetable and 
sometimes a glass of orange juice. 
He never drank or smoked in his 
life. People got the idea he ate 
and drank heavily becatse he 
served enormous meals to guests.” 

Alas for lost illusions. That big, 
black cigar in the Brady portraits 
is a prop. If Tiffany ever dis- 
closes that his diamonds were 
paste life will hardly be worth liv- 
ing. Oscar said he knew a man 
who could and did eat twice as 
much as Diamond Jim was sup- 
posed to, but’ he declined to dis- 
close his name, considering such 
matters confidential by reason. of 
a sort of relationship similar to 
that existing between lawyer and 
client or patient ‘and physician. 
Those whom Oscar has fed, he 
does not give away.

N all his career, Oscar has en- 

countered only two men whom 

he considers epicures. They not 
only knew precisely what they 
wanted but they were right. One 
was W. H. Nichols, of the time of 
the old Waldorf. Oscar smacked 
his lips as he recalled one menu:

Milhaud’s concerto and symphony 
are organizations of melody; har- 
mony and rhythm. The melodies 
by themselves are no more difficult 
than “Pop Goes the Weasel.” The 
rhythms are more complicated, but 
not any more so than those of 
Gershwin or Sibelius: The latter's 
use of rhythmic unterpoint. is 
very effective.

What undoubtedly troubled my

ing areas clean so that your igni- 
tion wires do not lie in grease and 


race the motor when it is cold! 
These are the more essential rec- 
ommendations of automotive engi- 


thing to do with an automobile en- 
gine once it comes into your hands 
is to leave it alone or have essen- 
tial services performed by trained 
mechanics. 

In developing the better automo- 
bile of the last decade, however, 
the engineers have fitted all parts 
closer, measuring in millionths of 
an inch, increasing the need for 
proper lubrication to combat fric- 
tion. So the responsibility of keep- 
ing your oil supply at the proper 
level is distinctly your own. 

Too much oil in the crankcase 
means fouled plugs. Too little 
means burned-out crankshaft bear- 
ings. Trying to make two changes 
serve for three may have the same 
effect as too little oil. The ordinary 
driver is not qualified to test the 
viscosity of hig engine oil, so the 
safe procedure is to change it ev- 
ery 1000 miles. 

Contrary to popular impression, 
spark plugs do not have to be 
changed every 10,000 miles merely 
because they have been used that 
long. They should be inspected 


‘lfrequently, however, to be sure 


that they are clean and properly 
spaced. 

Racing the motor when it is cold 
is equivalent to running it without 
oil. Warm it up slowly in sub- 
freezing weather and hold your 
clutch out at the same time to 
lessen the load on the pistons and 
crankshaft.
